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BINDERS AT WORK 
ALONG THE C.N.R. 


Hatvesting Under Way in the Ed- 
monton and Districts East 
- to Battleford. 


Harvest is now well under way in 
the Edmonton district and from along 
the line of the C. N. R. come encour- 
aging reports of tn assured crop and 
heavy yield. Fall wheat and barley is 
how being harvested and work will 
start shortly in the spring wheat and 
oats, which are ripening rapidly. No 
damage from frost is reported and 
only a few écattered sections have 
been touched by hail. Altogether the 
outlook is most promising. 

‘Bome’ of the local wheat fields pro- 
mise extraordinary well. John Ken- 
nedy, a farmer who lives about seven 
or eight miles out of town, expects to 


fill an elevator, 25,000 bushels with 
his crop from 880 acres, and there are 
other instances of yielde nearly of 
quite as gencrous as Mr. Kennedy's 
crop. 

Down ihe line from Edmonton the 
crops are generally good, In this the 
Vegreville and Vermilion districts are 
distinetly prominent. Wheat is not 
absolute monarch of these districte, 
however, much mixed farming being 
done. What grain has been planted 
is well along und will take Lut a-few 
days to ripen thoroaghly. ‘There are 
a few ficlds here that were destroyed 
by a hail storm that passed over the 
place a few days ago. These cases 
are isolated and purely sectional, and 
the fields in general are particuasly 
thrifty and upstanding. 

The following is the report received 
‘sy Divisional Superintendent Brown, 
of the ©. N. R., regarding the erop 
conditions from his agents along that 
line in Aiberta:— 

Fort Saskatchewan—A _ considerable 
cutting was done last week and the 
samples are of the finest. Farmers 
are all at it this week and if the wea- 
ther continues good for five or six 
days more bumper crops are aseured. 

Lamon—Crop conditions continue 
favorable. The binders are now hard 
at work and will be kept busy until 
the harvest is all gathered. The grain 
is in capital condition and will turn 
out a good yield. 

Chipman—Crop conditions continue 
good. It was & little cool last week 
and a few hot daya are needed now. 
Oats and wheat harvest is general. 

undure—Outting will be general 
this week. Samples brought in show 
a perfect berry. The yield will be 
tremendously heavy, 

Lavoy—Many farmers will com- 
mence to cut wheat this week and 
August 24th will see the harvest in 
full swing. The weather for the past 
week has been fine and grain of all 
kinds could not look any better, Con- 
siderable fall wheat has already been 
cut, 

Mannville—Crops to the south of 
here look well and farmera are start- 
ing to cut. To the north there wil 
only be about one-third of a crop on 
account of getting hailed out. 

Vermilion—Grain cutting is general 
this week under favorable weather 
conditions, There was 4 slight frost 
last week but no damage was reported. 

Lloydminster—The weather contin- 
ues very favorable and there has been 
no damage by jrost. Cutting has 
started, 

Marshall—There was a light frost 
last Tuesday and Wednesday nights 
but no damage to the grain was re- 
ported. There was some slight dam- 
age to the potatoes in patches only. 
The grain is looking well and harvest 
will begin in about ten days. 

Lashburn—Crops continue to ripen 
and do well, Wheat cutting is now 
on We had a Uttle frost on Auguat 
13th and Ith, but it did no damage. 

Maidstone—The crop conditions are 
highly favorable. There was a elight 
frost on Friday and Saturday but no 
damage was done to the grain. The 
root crops were damaged slightly. Har- 
vesting has started and will be gen- 
eral by the 20th. 

Paynton—Grain in this district is 
filling and ripening fast. Several 
fields of wheat were cut duting ‘the 
past week and harvesting will be gen- 
eral towards the end of the week. We 
had light frosts on Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday night, which did slight damage 
to the grain on the low land. 

North Battleford—Harvest has com- 
menced in earnest and all the farmers 
are busy in the harvest fields. We 


have warm daye ‘with rather cool 
nights.

The establishment, at a cost of 
quarter of a million dollars, of a

city. The plan &dmits of the  co- 
operation of Strathcona in this pro- 
position or provides for independent 
action on the part of Edmonton. The 
matter was discussed briefly and 
counter suggestions made by the alder 
men, Alderman McInnis proposing 4 
six-foot intake pipe laid ‘up the centre 
of the river past the Groat estate and 
Alderman Mansén suggesting the in- 
troduction of the gravity system, with 
Cooking Lake as the ‘source of the 
water supply. The matter will be 
more, fully discussed at the council 
meeting this evening. 

Another important matter discussed 
was the fixing of the route of the 
street railway line in the north-east 
part of the city. It was decided to 
baild this line north on Namayo' 
avenue to Sutherland street, east on 
Sutherland to Syndicate avenue, 
north on Syndicate to Norwood Boule- 
vard, and north on Kirkness street to 
Aiberta avenue, : 

New Pumping Station. 

The question of the removal of the 
pumping station up the river, where 
pure water may —be * obtained, and 
where suitable filter beds could be es: 
tablished, was introduced by Mayor 
McDougal! reading. a comprehensive 
raport: from. Superintendent Maclean 
on the subject, in which be suggested 
the removal of the pumping station 
and leaving the power plant where it 
is. The report in question is publish 
ed in another column of this issue. 

Alderman McInnis’ Suggestion, 

Aiderman Meinnis suggested that it 
would be a cheaper proposition for the 
next ten years for the city to lay a 
six-foot intake pipe’ up the centre of 
the river from the present power plant 
past the Groat estate, instead of mov- 
ing the power plant itself. Commis- 
siener, McNaughton estimated that 
this schenie would .cost about $100,- 
000.- Mayor McDougall stated that 
this was the scheme adoptedsat Chi- 
cago, whieh was proving satisfactory, 
but. he thought Mr. Maclean’s pro- 
+ agra should be carefully consider- 
ed. 

Alderman Manson suggested that 
the city should get their water supply 
from Cooking Lake. This was 200 
feet higher than the city, and the 
gravity system might be profitably in- 
troduced. This scheme did not, how: 
ever, appeal to the aldermen as feas- 
ible. After some discussion the mat- 
ter was allowed to rest until | this 
evening. It will probably be gone in 
to very fully in the near future, how: 
ever, as the aldermen are all con- 
vinced of the urgent necessity of secur 
ing « suitable supply of pure water for 
the city.

C.P.R, Denies Rumor That Government

Montreal, Que, Aug. 17—A report was 
published in the afternoon paper here 
today tothe effect that the government, 
through its labor department had sum- 
moned Sir Thomas Shaughnessy, presid- 
ent of the C.P.R. and Secretary MeV y 
of the C.PLR. tederated unions, to Otta- 
wa with the idea of making a last ef- 
fort to end the present trouble, 

It was, however, this evening authori- 
tatively stated at the C.P.R. headquar- 
ters not only that the report was incor- 
reet but that it was absurd, since the 
kovernment labor department had al- 
ready done all that lay in its power in 
appointing an arbitration commission, 
Whese award is the basis of the strife. 

Neither the C.P.R. nor the labor men 
have hoard of any such move, and the 
general opinion amongst the latter is 
that the fight will be to a finish. 

Company Will Yield Vacancies. 

Tomorrow the striking C. P. R. men 
will have been out exactly two weeks 
and the company has now decided on de- 
cisive action. Saturday it issned the fol- 
lowing notice, which, printed in both 
French and English, was posted up in 
the different shops and cther places;

Tuesday, August Sth, 1288, commence 
filliag vacancies in the shops, round- 


house and car department. The seniority 
standing of employees engaged or resum- 
ing work thereafter will count only from 
the date on which they start work.”

teous supply to meet the growing 
needs of a growing city, and the 
necessity of purifying ‘t by moving 
beyond the zone of contamination and 
the fillration system, it must be ad- 
mitted that both point to the neces- 
sity of moving the plant up the river. 
The possibility of enlarging the plant 
at its present site is unsafe, as has 
been previously pointed out, owing 
to it being within the centamination 
zone. It is also situated in an ad- 
tnirable site for the power plant of 
two of the city’s most thriving utilities 
—power and electric light—and — it 
would be unwise to crowd all — the 
operations of the city’s undertaking 
there, as the street railway will con- 
siderably add to the volume of work 
at the power plant, and consequent 
expansion will cause the power plant 
to occupy an increasing area at that 
Bite, 

“The city must decide, therefore, 
that any addition to its water system, 
so long as it remains at its present 
location, would be unwise. the tirst 
step is essentially one of removal, and 
this step must precede any expansion 
or expenditur® on improvement, 

“Another factor, and one which ean 
not be omitted in considering  Ed- 
monton’s water supply of the near 
future, is the proximity of a  com- 
munity deriving their supply from 
the same source and facing the same 
problems of growth and increasing 
demands and the danger of contami- 
hation, Any future system of water 
supply aiming at eeonomy cannot 
iguore the immense saving to be effect 
ed by the installation of a plant which 
will serve both ' communities, and 
which shall be jointly owned and 
operated in the interests of the two 
cities. 

The Superintendent's Suggestions. 

| would therefore recommend that 
the council appoint a committee of 
its members to meet with and confer 
with a committee of the Strathcona 
City Council for the purpose of ascer- 
taining a basis of agreement in whieh 


a scheme for a joint water supply 
might be framed. . 
“That the scheme should involve

Fire on Soldiers. 
The soldiers were fired on late to- 


night and the city is again in terror, 
Six separate alarms of rioting came in 
between eleven and twelve, midnight, 
Hundreds of cavalry and infantry are 
racing through the city streets in pur- 
suit of lawless men. People fled to 
tlyir homes of sought shelter wher. 
ever they could find it. Up till mid- 
night the soldiers Were unable to locat ) 
the rioters, 

Rioting seemed to break out in all 
parts of the city, as if by a preconcert- 
ed movement. The mob attacked the 
home of a negro named Wheatley and 
several shots were fired. Camp soldiers 
in the immediate neighborhood rush- 
ed to the scene and the rioters fired. 
The soldiers were-in’ close pursuit at 
inidnight, 

It is not known that the general 
shooting resulted in the death of any- 
one, At Thirteenth and Monroe streets 
two white men fired point blank at 
Privates Astley and Dunkin, of Bloom- 
ington county, Fifth regiment, the 
bullets just grazing the soldiers in pur- 
suit. The fleeing men turned and fir- 
ed as they ran, the soldiers returning 
the fire. 

Nepro Fired on Trooper. 

At 2.30 o'clock this morning the 
negro who had tried to set fire to a 
buildiing on Kighth street between 
Jefferson and Madison avenue. with- 
in a stone’s throw of the military 
headquarters, fired on Trooper Adel- 
man, of Troop B, Seventh cavalry.

Remarkable Result of an Experiment in 
Williamsburg Hospital. 


New York, Aug. 17-—A man, from every 
medical standpoint dead for five min- 
utes, was brought back to life tonight in 
Rastern District hospital in Williams- 
burg. The tenth of a grain of strychnine 
was injected into his body as an experi- 
guent and brought back the pulse. Six 
hours later he was in a better condition 
than one hour before his functions ceas- 
“l to act. Osear Culver, suffering from 
tuberculosis and rheumatism, is the man 
who had the amazing experience, 

Dr. Michael Jaffer, head surgeon of the 
hospital, who positively decided that 
Culver was dead, made the experiment 
vith the above result. Culver did not 
regain consciousness and it is not likely 
Wewill again have his senses before 
death, but he is still alive.

The. Scientific Explanation.

actuate the ear-picece of the, telephone. 
oth «sending and receiving ‘stations cat 
be “tuned” in the manner already adopt 
sl in wireless telography so that only th:

can receive. This is of course a matter of 
vital importance in warfare, and at pres 
ent the most likely application of apecel 
without wires will be naval and army 
work and shipping. 


Useful for Special Work. 

Asked as to the likelihood of wireless

4 AS TO PRE-EMPTIONS. 


K. W. MeKenzie, Dominion Tand 
agent has received a letter from Hon. 

rank Oliver, Minister of the Interior, 
concerning the pre-emption feature of 
the new Dominion Land Act. The letter 
is as follows: 

Pre-emptions may be taken on either 
odd or even numbered sections south of 
township 45, east of the Calgary and Ed- 
mouton railway and the west line of 
range 26, and west of the third meridian 
and the Soo Railway line, but townships 
within that area in which a railway 
company has selected eight sections of 
ite land grant are excluded from the 
pre-emption privilege. 

Persons entitled to a pre-emption en- 
try holding homesteads within townships 
in which pre-emptions may be taken, 
and alongside whose homestead there is 
a quarter section available as a pre- 
emption, are entitled, if the first appli- 
cant ,to enter for such quarter section 
as a preemption on or after Sept. Ist 
next. 

If such homesteader, whose entry 
must be in good standing, notifies in 
writing over his own signature, or by 
telegraph from a sub-land agent, the 
agent of the land district in which his 
homestead is situated. before Sept. Ist 
that he desires to pre-empt an available 
quarter section lying alongside his home- 
stead, or separated from it by only a 
road allowance, the land agent shall 
hold such quarter section reserved from 
homestead entry, and for pre-emption 
entry only, until the end of Sept. 15th, 
but no longer. 

If more than one homestead adjoins a 
quarter section available for entry as a 
pre-emption in connection with such 
homesteads, and if notice has been given 
as above provided, that one of the home- 
steaders desires it as a pre-emption, the 
pre-emption entry for such quarter sec. 
tion shall not be granted until the agent 
has decided which homesteader has the 
first right to the pre-emption entry. 

The agent shall decide on or before 
September i5th which of the homestead- 
ers has first right to the pre-emption 
under sub-section 6 of Section 27 of the 
Dominion Lands Act, which provides 
that the hhomesteader in good standing 
who holds the first entry for his home- 
stead has the first right to the pre-emp 
tion, and the agent shall give the pre- 
emption entry accordingly. 

A homesteader who holds entry in a 
township which is not available for pre- 
emption, if there lies alongside his home- 
stead in an adjoining township available 
for _ pre-emption, an available quarter 
section, may pre-empt such. quarter sec. 
tion 

Index maps showing the pre-emption 
tract and the townships not available for 
pre-emption are available for free dis. 
tribution at all land agencies in Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan and Alberta,

The appointment of Mr. E. H, Har- 
ris as treasurer of the society by the 
vice-president, Mr. Bell, was confirm- 
ed by the board, 

After considerable discussion, and 
knowing the wants of the farmers, a 
motion was carried instructing the 
secretary to draft a letter to the city 
council of Edmonton, asking them to 
érect and maintain a suitable build- 
ing for the purpose of giving the farm- 
ers a place to dispose of their produce 
oharging a small fee therefor, a plan 
which is in vogue in nearly all east- 
ern cities, This want is felt by the 
farmers, and unless the city takes 
some immediate action in the matter, 
they will no doubt erect and maintain 
their own exchange building 

The seeretary was also instructed to 
write the A, F, A., asking them to 
confer with’ the GC. §. of E, regarding 
the making of a price list, for they 
believed the strength of the two or- 
ganizations was sufficient to warrant 
them endeavoring ‘mn 2 great measure 
to control th» selling price to such 
an extent that the farmer will be as- 
tured a fair ving profit on his labor.
